The year 1922 is to be a banner 

year for the Canadian motorist. To- 

ward the end of next summer there 

will be completed for his pleasure a 


500-mile stretch of road through 
mountain and foothill, by lake and 
park—a 6500-mile panorama either 


among or within sight of the Rocky 
Mountain snow peaks over the whole 
journey 

That is to say that the Dominion 
Parks Branch promises to complete 
next summer the last 50 miles of an 
automobile route which will connect 
Canada’s natural parks and_ inci 
dentally link up for the motor tour- 
the Grand Canyon, Yellowstone 
Park and Glacier Park with Banff, 
in the heart of the Canadian Rocky 
Mountains and Canada with South- 
ern California.
